Police Chief pleads with city council to help find a solution t

Council members Monday 
night, Aug. 9, to help him 


find a way to pay his police 
officers more money in an 
attempt to stop the revolv- 
ing door that continues to 
plaque the department. 

“It is my place to take 


care of our city just as it is 
you all,” Hussey said during 
the council meeting. “You 
all have a heck of a burden 
looking after everyone, and 
1 appreciate that.

County BOE members approve 
TEAMS contract employments 
for ten teachers within system 


The Coffee County Board 
of Education held its reg- 
ular meeting for August 
inside a new classroom at 
New Brockton Elementary 
School on Thursday, Aug. 
5, and following the meet- 
ing board members joined 
school officials for a ribbon 
cutting officially opening a 
new 12-classroom addition 
to the school. 

During a work ses- 
sion prior to the meeting, 
board members were given 
explanation of TEAMS 
contracts, which stem from 
the Teacher Excellence 
and Accountability for 
Mathematics and Science 
(TEAMS) program. The 
program is an aggressive 
plan to combat an issue with 
unfilled math and science 
teacher positions in grades 
6-12 all across the state. 

For those who qualify to 
be a TEAMS contract teach- 
er, those teachers could earn 
up to $15,000 in additional 
pay each year through the 
TEAMS Salary Schedule 
Program, provided by the 
state. 

It was explained to Coffee 
County BOE members that 
qualifying teachers with- 
in the school system sign 
three or five- year contracts. 
They are paid a supplement 
(stipend) to be a TEAMS 
contract math or science 
teacher. 

As of last Thursday’s 
work session, administra- 
tors said six science teach- 
er slots had been applied 
for out of 13 total for the 
school system, and four 
math teacher slots had been 
applied for out of 13 total 
for the school system. 

During the board meet- 
ing, 10 teachers were 
approved for employments 
under a TEAMS Contract. 
These teachers includ- 
ed: Lee Grosenbach, and 
Kelly Flowers — teachers 
at Kinston; Regina Brown, 
Katherine Lord, Jason 
B. Smith, and Margery 
Zimmerman, all teachers at 
New Brockton High School; 
and Lee Boutwell, Adam 


Foster, Julie Jackson. and 


Chelbie Mobley, all teacher 
at Zion Chapel School. 

Also, during the board 
meeting, three certificated 
personnel employments 
were approved. Carolyn 
Broaden was hired to be the 
federal programs and ele- 
mentary curriculum coordi- 
nator for the school system. 
Teresa Deal was hired as a 
teacher at New Brockton 
High School, and Dillon 
Davis was hired as a teacher 
at Zion Chapel. 

Regarding support per- 
sonnel, the resignation of 
Brenda Senn, bus driver for 
Zion Chapel, was approved. 
Her last day of employment 
was Aug. 6th. 


answer [to this problem], 
but how we arrive at it is up 
to you all.” 

The chief said the city 
had to find a way to offer 
police officers more money 
to keep them in Elba rather 
than going to other agencies 
where they can make much 
more money. 

Hussey said he would be 
losing another officer as 
of the 17th of this month. 
With that, he said the police 
department would be down 
four officers, and on top of 
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that, he said he currently 
had one officer out of work 
with a shoulder injury and 
another out with COVID- 
19. Also, he said he cur- 
rently had a dispatcher out 
with COVID too. 

“This problem did not 
occur on your watch...I 
understand that,” Hussey 
said to the council. “This 
is something that has been 
going on for years, but it has 
to be corrected. That is the 
burden on you all.” 

He said when the depart- 


o the problem 


ment gets good, quality 
people that the city needs 
to be able to retain those 
employees. 

“The people of Elba 
deserve quality officers and 
service just like anywhere 
else,” Hussey said. “If these 
folks were leaving us for 50 
cents or a dollar an hour, 
I couldn't understand that. 
But, they are leaving to go 
places making almost $4

Elba Police Chief reports on recent incidents 


Reporting on police department activ- 
ity Monday night, Aug. 9, 
City Council meeting, Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said it had been a busy few weeks. 


On Sunday, Aug. 1, he 


investigated a sodomy incident involving 
a 16-year-old and 6-year-old. 

Then, on Wednesday, Aug. 4, he said 
the department received a report around 
7-8 am. of a shooting that took place at 
earlier in the day at approximately 4 a.m. 

“Our investigation revealed a male and 
female, let’s say boyfriend and girlfriend, 
were sitting in a vehicle talking when the 
girlfriend’s husband drives up and wants 
to talk to his wife,” the chief said. “They 
have words and the husband goes to leave. 
But, as he does, he pulls out a gun and 
fires at least five rounds, striking the car 


and breaking windows out.”

Fortunately, no injuries resulted. Chief 
Hussey said the suspect was later arrested. 

Also, Hussey said the department 
received a call Sunday, Aug. 8, regarding 
a person at the Food Giant having some 
sort of mental issue. He said officers made 
contact with the individual, and after a 
brief discussion, EMS was contacted. 

“This person volunteers to go with EMS 
to get help,” 
follows them up the road, and before they 
get to the funeral home, the individual is 
fighting with the medics in the back of 
the ambulance. They pull over, and the 
individual was arrested.” 

Hussey said the individual later admit- 
ted to taking drugs. 

“That is just one example of how quick- 
ly things can go south on us,” Hussey

During the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing Monday, Aug. 9, coun- 
ty engineer Marty Lentz 
presented the Fiscal Year 
2022 County Transportation 
Plan for approval. The plan 
included resurfacing proj- 
ects on County Roads 107, 
377, 418, and 147. 

Total estimated cost for 
all these projects would 
be $1,553,000 and would 
cover 12.78 miles of road- 
way in the county. 

The County Road 107 
project would be 3.92 miles 
of resurfacing and traffic 
striping from County Road 
105 to County Road 110. 


Estimated cost for this proj- 
ect would be $375,000. 

The County Road 377 
project would be 3.66 miles 
of resurfacing and _ traf- 
fic striping from County 
Road 376 to U.S. Hwy 84. 
Estimated cost for this proj- 
ect would be $460,000. 

The County Road 418 
project would be 1.84 miles 
of resurfacing and traf- 
fic striping from County 
Rd 410 to Ala. Hwy. 87. 
Estimated cost would be 
$168,000.

Community colleges to offer STEM dual enrollment scholarships 


In response to the 
Legislature’s expansion of 
opportunities that encour- 
age a stronger employment 
focus for math and science 
teachers and other STEM- 
related fields in the state, 
the Alabama Community 
College System (ACCS) has 
expanded dual enrollment 
scholarships to high school 
students who are interest- 
ed in taking college-level 
STEM courses through their 
local community college. 

“Dual enrollment courses 
are a tremendous benefit to 
students as they not only 
provide a means to col- 
lege credit but also allow 
high schoolers the oppor- 
tunity to take in the college 
experience,” said ACCS 
Chancellor Jimmy H. Baker. 
“Dual enrollment classes 
at community colleges are 
particularly beneficial as 
they’re offered with the 


same one-on-one attention — 


and smaller class sizes that 
students can expect at our 
colleges across the state. We 
are grateful to the Alabama 
Legislature for increasing 
this funding to allow even 
more Alabama students to 
participate in this valuable 
learning opportunity.” Dual 
enrollment gives Alabama’s 
high school students access 
to college-level classes 
that apply to credit in both 
high school and college 
at the same time. Unlike 
AP honors classes in high 
school, a student’s grades 
for dual enrollment class- 


work are the only factor 
in determining whether the 
student receives full college 
credit for the class. The 
dual enrollment classes are 
delivered through a variety 
of methods, including high 
school students attending 
the local college in-person, 
online, or a college instruc- 
tor traveling to the local 
high school or career center 
to teach. 

The scholarships, which 


will be awarded as early 
as the Fall 2021 semester, 
cover several classes in sci- 
ence, technology, engineer- 
ing and math that can trans- 
fer to a four-year university 
and be used to complete a 
two-year associate degree 
by the time a student gradu- 
ates high school. Classes in 
which students may receive

County EMA director 
James Brown provided 
a COVID-19 update to 
commissioners, and he 
noted the increases in 
number of cases and hos- 
pitalizations had been 
going up at alarming rates 
over the past week or so 
for the county and state. 

“Many hospitals are at 
or over capacity now,” 
Brown said. “Some have 
stopped elective surger- 
ies again until further 
notice.” 

Two weeks ago, Brown 
reported 870 hospitaliza- 
tions for the state due to 
COVID. On Monday, 
he said there were over 
2,000 people hospitalized 
due to the virus or a vari- 
ant of the virus. 

Brown said Coffee 


‘County was showing 264 


new cases ever two weeks 
lor 19 per day] at the last 
commission meeting. As 
of Monday, he said they 
had increased to 270 new 
cases every seven days 
[or 39 per day]. 

“At our peak, we were 
seeing 58 per day,” he 
said. “We are not there 
yet, but we are rapidly 
getting there.” 

Brown did note the vac- 
cination rate had gone up 
some in Coffee County 
since his last report to 
commissioners. He said, 
as of Monday, 32.3 per- 
cent of the county’s eligi- 
ble residents had received 
at least the first vaccine 
dose while 25 percent had 
been fully vaccinated. 

“T can’t tell you when 
this thing is going to peak 
again,” Brown said. “The 
rate of growth for hospi- 
talizations is enormous. 
All we can do is continue 
to encourage everyone 
to get vaccinated, wear 
masks, social distance, 
wash your hands, etc. We 
just don’t know when the 
peak will come or how 
long it will last.” 

Brown further encour- 
aged citizens to get tested 
if they are showing signs 
of illness. He said to not 
just assume it was aller- 
gies or sinuses but to be 
tested instead.

Have You Reached Your Limit? County. 

The Prayer 

The term “Load Limit” refers to the weight or force 
something can endure without breaking down. Many 
things have an assigned load limit: bridges, airplanes, 
chairs, etc. We seldom think about this until we are stand- 
ing at the back of a crowded elevator. A bridge may not 
collapse the first time an overweight truck travels across 
it, but damage is likely to occur, which could make a cata- 
strophic failure more likely. 

Did you know humans have load limits as well? I am 
not talking about how much physical weight a person can 
carry, I am referring to stress, mental strain, and emotional 
weight. There is no medical or psychological standard rat- 
ing I am aware of, but each of us can only take so much 
before we breakdown. 

Life can get heavy in a hurry. It could be sickness, a 
family tragedy, financial distress, problems on the job... 
these are just a few of the things which can weigh a person 
down until they are in danger of exceeding their “load 
limit.” 

In Psalms 61:2, David wrote, “From the end of the 
earth will I cry unto thee, when my heart is overwhelmed: 
lead me to the rock that is higher than I.” 

David was a man who knew about living under a load. 
Growing up, he had several older brothers; this made him 
the “low man on the totem pole” when it came to the 
day-to-day operations of the family business, As a young 
shepherd, David had to protect his flock from predators. 
At an early age, David had fame thrust upon him. He 
had the unbelievably hard job of being the assistant to an 
insane king, who would also become his insane father-in- 
law. David also suffered through marital problems. Then 
there were those troublesome Philistines! In fact, the word 
“overwhelmed” is in the KJV only eight times, and all 
eight are in the Psalms. 

In Psalm 61:2 David demonstrates how to survive those 
overwhelming moments. First, he knew he needed the 
rock. The rock was his place of stability and security; 
strong enough to stand against any upheaval. Second, 
the rock must be higher than we are, above our wisdom, 
above our abilities. Third, David needed God to lead him 
to that rock. In times of crisis, we must be careful that our 
desire to flee, doesn’t overcome our ability to trust. I love 
the words of the beloved hymn Living by Faith, “I know 
that He safely will carry me through, No matter what evils 
betide; Why should I then care though the tempest may 
blow, If Jesus walks close to my side.” 

Friend, maybe you feel you are nearing your “load 
limit.” Perhaps you feel that a breakdown is inevitable. 
If so, take the words of The Lord Jesus to heart, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest’ (Matthew 11:28). Jesus Christ is our rock!

Brantley will begin the season ranked #1 in 
Class 1A, while Zion Chapel returns its big men in the 
trenches on both sides of the ball and is ready to play its 
brand of smash mouth football, Kinston has some very 
talented players and has no doubts it will be a playoff 
contender, and New Brockton is filled with skill folks and 
massive people up front and can’t wait to hit the field. The 
season is only one week away and it’s time to find your 
team colors and get ready to support your favorite teams. 

*** T completed the preseason look at the schedules 
of the teams in the area this week and maybe now all area 
fans can make their plans to support their favorite teams. 
One interesting note was the teams the area teams have on 
their schedules that were outside their regions.
